1 . The drawings were received on February 23, 2004. These drawings are accepted by the 
Examiner. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record fails to teach or suggest recited combination of a concrete 
substrate with a layered composite waterproofing membrane. The independent claim identifies 
the uniquely distinct features of a substrate that include a rubberized asphalt with a flexible layer 
of durable plastic film on one side and a geo-textile on the opposite side. The closest prior art of 
record, Dempsey et al. (USPN 5,513,925), Shoesmith et al. (USPN 5,393,559 and USPN 
5,246,306), Strobeck (USPN 4,622,252), Hurst (USPN 3,741,856) and Paulson et al. (USPN 
6,171,984), disclose different composite membranes, which either singularly or in combination, 
fail to anticipate or render obvious the above limitations.
